Arrives to Serve 
99 Year Sentence 


Private Mosher’s Record 
Reads Like That of Dime 
Novel Villain — Record 
Began Before War. 


New York, August 12.—Private 
John Mosher, “Bad Man” of the A. 
E. F., under a 99-year sentence for 
killing an American, arrived here 
today on the transport Pocahontas, 
en route to Fort Leavenworth .to 
serve his sentence. 

Compilation of’ Mosher’s record, 
which reads like that of a dime 
novel villain, began before the war, 
when he emeged’ from’ a western 
penitentiary and enlisted in Denver, 
concealing his criminal] past. 

Thereafter, it was a fair-sized | 
job for one army clerk to keep track 
of his entrance to and exists from 
guard houses and military prisons. 

Equipped with a knowledge of 
German from his Austrian parentage, 
and a smooth working knowledge 
of jail-breaking and handcuff-slip- 
ping, Private Mosher was sent to 
Europe. After the armistice his unit 
went io Coblenz with the armhy of 
occupation, but the lure of further 
travel called Mosher, and he con- 
tinued on into the interior of Aus- 
tria, absent without leave. 

An American sergeant, Harry 
Carr, was sent after him. The two 
men met and Carr was,shot to’ death. 
The civil authorities of an Austrian 
village arrested him for assaulting 
a forrester. He was brought to 
Coblenz, court-martialed and sen- 
tenced to 99 years for killing Ser- 
geant Carr, ° 

With Private J. W. Bailey, a cell- 
mate, he escapedfi made a weapon of 
wood that looked like a@ pistol and

The courtroom, at the late 
hour when the verdict was returned. 
was practically as crowded as it had 
been during the day, many women 
being among the spectators. Mrs. 
Bradstreet had spent the past ten 
days in the Fairburn jail. 

At 9:50 o’clock it was apparent 
for the second time during the night 
that the jury was deadlocked, and 
Judge John B. Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain circuit, presiding, 
summoned the jury to the court 
room to ascertain if there was any 
probability of a verdict being 
reached. The foreman announcéd 
-that it was very uncertain. The 
jury again retired, however, and at 
10:18 o'clock the verdict was 
reached. 

The case went to the jury Thurs- 
day afternoon at 5:50 o’clock, and 
at 6:50 o’clock a question addressed 
to the jury as to whether it saw 
any chance to arrive at a verdict 
any time soon met with a negative 
reply. 

As a result the court was ad- 
journed until 8 o’clock Thursday 
night and the jury went to supper 
at a local hotel. The court re- 
sumed its sitting at 8 o’clock with- 
out delay. . 
Court Packed. — 

As on the first day of the trial, 
the courtroom was extremely over- 
crowded at the opening of the aft- 
ernoon session. A larger number of 
women among the spectato@s add- 
ed a dash of color to the scene. Mrs. 
Bradstreet, accompanied by her 
parents, re-entered the courtroom at 
1:30 o'clock. 

Basing his introddctory argument 
on the evidence that Mrs. Brad- 
atreet was a stockholdem in the 
bank, saying that !f the 5 be- 
lie¥Ved that evidence, she was guil- 
ty of embezzlement as a principal, 
Solicitor Napier opened the argu- 
ment for the state. He contended 
further that if the jury did not 
believe her to be a stockholder, the 
6tate could then show her guilty 
as an accessory. 

The solicitor outlined the state's 
ease briefly té the jury. 

Fred E. Harrison, of the defend- 
ant’s counsel since the first arrest 
of Mrs. Bradstreet, took the floor 
for the defense and stated. in open- 
ing, that never in the range 0% his 
experience had he seen so much im- 
material evidence introduced as by 
the state in this case. 

“Thromgh the whole case,” he 
said, “the state has not shown one 
scineilla of evidence tending to 
prove that Katherine Bradstreet 
knew that the money from William 
B. Green was part of embezzled 
funds. He was introduced to her as 
William B. Green, the wealthy Fair- 
burn banker.

Following fhe failure of the state 
legislature to provide for impera- 
tive needs of the Georgia School 
of Technology for funds for main-' 
tenance during the coming year, a 
full meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of that institution has been 
called by Ex-Governor Nat E. Har- 
ris,\for Saturday to consider what 
action shall be taken. A meeting 
of the executive committee of. the 
board of trustees was held Thurs- 


ment of the legislature, but 80 se- 
rious {s the situation that it was 
decided advisable to call a_e full 
meeting of the board, before taking 
action. : 

Dr. K. G. Matheson, president of 


Téch, stated during the considera-} 


tion of the Tech appropriation bill 
that “there will be a disaster at 
Georgia Tech September’ 22d unless 
this bill Is passed.” 

Already this year forty members 
of the faculty have’ resigned, Tech 
being unable to meet the salaries 
offered by other colleges and by 
industries.” In one, basic depart- 
ment, which normally requires sev- 
en instructors, there is but one left. 
In another department every pro- 
fessor and instructor has resigned, 
leaving totally new men, if they 
can be obtained, which is extreme- 
ly doubtful, to carry on this work, 
according to Dr. Matheson. ° | 

Aithough no prediction as_ to 
what will happen at the board meet- 
ing was ventured, in view of the 
statement of the president of the 
cOllege that disaster is impending 
there is a very keen interest among 
friends of Tech as to what action 
will be taken. 

The Tech appropriation bill pro- 
vided for a $125,000 additional 
maintenance fund, made necessary 
by rising costs of opertaion, by 
the increased enrollment of Tech, 
which is now over three times what 
the institution was designed to ac- 
commodate, and by the necessity to 
compete not only with other col- 
leges for instructors, but since Tech 
is a technical school of high rank, 
with many industries as well. 

Because Tech has not been able 
to offer the same salaries which 


other schools have offered, it has 
been impossible to secure enough | 
teachers to fill the places of those 
who have resigned. Notwithstand- 
ing the need for expansion to ac- 
commodate the overflow of § stu- 
dents, the bill as framed did not 
provide for funds other than bare 
necessities. 

The bill was passed by § the 
house of regresentatives and was 
forwarded to the senate late in 
the session. In an effort to re- 
duce the amount of the total ap- 
propriations, the amount of the 
bill was reduced to $100,000, which 
necessitated concurrence by the 
house. In the last minute rush of 
business the house failed to take 
any action upon it.

Washington Also Askéd 
to Permit Recruiting of 
Poles in America for the 
Polish Army. 


Washington, Augu t 12.—-(By The 
Associated Press.) —! oved by the 
reiterated pleas for aid from the 
Polish government, the war depart- 
ment had under serious considera- 
tion today the request of Prince 
Lubomirski, Polish minister, for 
permission to purchase war materi- 
als from the United States. 

After successive conferences yes- 
terday and today between the 
Polish minister and Secretary Col- 
by, the state department also took 
up the problem of finding means of 
reinvigorating the fast-ebbing 
strength of the Polish state and 
thereby of fulfilling the assurance 
of support to the Poles contained 
in the recent American note to the 
Italian ambassador. 

Polish officials here explained 
today that in addition to the desire 
for war materials, they were most 
Anxious to obtain authorization of 
the United States to permit re- 
cruiting by Poles in America for the 
Polish army. It was said that not 
only had many offers of enlistment 
been received by the legation from 
Polish citizegs, resident in the 
United States, but many offers had 
cagne from former American vVeter- 
ans of the world war. 

The Polish government, it was 
said officially at the legation to- 
night, had not made a formal re- 
quest for the extension to }t of so 
unusual a privilege. At the same 
time, it was conceded, the privi- 
lege was one of which Poland 
would gladly avail itself if ten- 
dered by the United States. 

While a statute forbids enlist- 
ment of armed expeditions in the 
United States for employment 
against a friendly power, some cf- 
ficials claimed the president had 
authority to suspend operation of 
the law under his wartime paqyprers.

Pre- 
miers Millerand and Lloyd-George 
meet Sunday at Boulogne in the 
first step to straighten out what 
is obviously a most serious con- 
flict of opinion over the allied pol- 
icy toward Russia. 

With the -newspapers of France 
and England shooting sharply at 
each other, it would appear to be 
the consensus of opinion in ~ both 
countries that the entente cordiale, 
as well-adS peace in eastern Eu- 
rope, is hanging in the balance. 

France is angry at England for 
what she terms a violation of the 
Hythe agreement when Lloyd- 
George sent his message asking Po- 
land to accept the bolshevik peace 
terms. ‘England is angry at France 
for the latter’s retaliation with of- 
ficial recognition of the Wrangel 
anti-bolshevik regime in the Cri- 
mea+Southern Russia. 

Unquestionably the situation has 
developed the most serious diver- 
gence between [France and England 
since the Algeciras conference. 
After struggling since President 
Wilson and Lloyd-George suggested 
the Prinkipo conclave with the 
Russians to reconcile differences 
between the allies on the subject 
of the bolsheviki regime, France 
and England would appear to have 
reached the parting of the ways. 

Awaiting Developments. 

There is no doubt now that the 
chancellories of Europe are breath- 
lessly awaiting developments. 
Whether the split between the two 
powers will be permanent so as to 
affect the balance of power in all 
Europe, as arranged at Versailles, 
remains to be seen. Much depends 
upon the Sunday conference  be- 
tween the premiers. 

The situation ina nutshell is 
simply this: Britain wishes a rec- 
onciliation with Russia. France is 
determined that this shall not be 
effqcted. Both nations, through 
their premiers, agreed to mark time 
and await developnents at the 
Minsk armistice conference.

“There will always be a national

ATVENIZELDS 
ONLY 2 STRIKE 


Greek Premier Is Attack- 


ed by Would-Be Assas- 
sins While Taking Train 


in Paris. 


WOUNDED IN THE ARM. 
AND IN THE RIGHT SIDE 


Wounds Said Not to Be 
Serious—Assailants Are 
Greeks—They Were 
Roughly Handled by 
Mob. 


~ 


Paris, August 12.—Premiet Veni- 
zelos of Greece was attacked and 
wounded today as he was leaving 
the Lyons railroad station for Nice. 
As the premier stepped on board a 
train, two men fired revoivers at 
him. He was wounded slightly. 
His assailants were arrested. 

Eight shots were fired at the 
Greek premier, the shooting occur- 
ring at 9:45 p. m. 

Premier Venizelos was taking 
leave of friends when two swarthy 
individuals rushed from the crowd, 
one firing three shots and the other 
five before they were overpowered. 
The premier was reported wounded 
in the right side and the left arm. 

His assailants, following thelr 
arrest, were rescued by+ the: police 
from the crowds with great diffi- 
culty, the mob shouting “Lynch 
them.” Both of the men were se- 
verely handled. They were identi- 
fied by the poNee as Georges Thy- 
riakis, aged 23, a former lieutenant 
of engineers in the Greek army, 
and Apostolos Iserppis, a former 
lieutenant in. the Greek navy, and 
correspondent of The Journal de la 
Bourse, of Athens. He is 31 years 
old. 

The men are said by the police to 
have admitted that they planned the 
attack. They said they acted with 
the object of freeing Greece from 
the oppressor. 

After the shooting M. Venizelos 
was conveyed to a private hospital 
in the Rue Bizet, where his wounds 
were dressed. 

Premier Venizelos is one of the 
heroes developed out of the world 
war. During the time that the neu- 
trality of Greece was gravely 
doubted by the allies, apd finally 
when King Constantine Yas open- 
ly charged with being pro-German, 
and his overthrow brought about, 
Venizelos stood out as a staunch 
allied supporter. He retired to the 
island of Crete, organized a gov- 
ernment of his own, and it was al- 
lied support of Venizelos that re- 
sulted in the success of his revolt 
and the downfall of Constantine. 

Venizelos was regarded as one of 
the most capable diplomats and 
statesmen at the peace conference.

Amazing Disclosures. 


Among the amazing disclosures 
was that the bulk of Ponzi’s mil- 
lions were gathered in after the 
postoffice department had begun its 
investigation last February. In dis- 
eussing the Ponzi case tonight Chief 
Postoffice Inspector Hal B. Moseby, 
said so far as their investigation 
had gone #onzi had never done any 
business in international reply cou- 
pons. He said he had warned hun- 
dreds of people against Ponzi when 
inquiries began to come in last Feb- 
Yruary that no man or set of men 
eould manipulate or speculate in in- 
ternational reply coupons in any 
such manner as they alleged Ponzi 
had explained to them. In a formal 
statement later Mr. Moseby sald: 


“It has been my great desire for 
sometime past that Ponzi should be 
brought to ac@Punt and his scheme 
laid bare, and never for a moment 
have I believed that he was solvent, 
but that in the end he would be 
shown to be tnsolvent, probably by 
Within the past few 
days, having felt sure that we had

Probe Began Last February. 
Earlier in reply t@ specific in- 
quiries, Inspector Moseby said: 


“Our attention was first called to 
Ponzi's operations last February, 
when inquiries began comes into 
the office from investors and pro- 
spective investors, and an investiga- 
tion was immediately undertaken. 
Since that time we have been work- 
ing in Europe and elsewhere. 

“As a result of this investigation 
we have obtained conclusive evi- 
dence that there has beef no ab- 
normal issue or redemption of in- 
ternational reply coupons, while on 
the other hand in some countries 
the use of coupons has been greatly 
curtailed to prevent this very 
scheme which no doubt has reached 
the ears of postal officials in many 
foreign countries. There is no means 
by which a man can manipulate in- 
ternational reply coupons. Ponzi'’s 
claim taht he has made millions in 
this way is simply a stupendous 
fraud, with nothing upon which it 
can be based. 

“The entire issue and redemption 
of international reply coupons 
throughout the postal union for the 
past six years would not aggregate 
$500,000. Ponzi could not have han- 
dled the millions of them that 
would have been necessary to make 
the fortune he claimed to have 
amassed in the past few months 


clals of the governments and of the 
postal union. 
Some Countries Feared. 

“Some countries, fearing specula- 
tion or manipulation of the coupons, 
discontinued their issuance or re- 
demption months ago, some of them, 
particularly Italy, prior to the time 
when Ponzi claims to have started 
his business. 

“It would be foolish for Italy to 
redeem coupons at the great differ- 
ence in the rate of exchange, for she 
would stand to lose the difference 
when the time came to settle ac- 
counts. 

“Soon after®our investigation was 
started Ponzi was advised by letter 
that coupons would not be redeemed 
in this country except for legitimate 
postage purposes, and postmasters 
throughout the country were in- 
structed not to redeem them. The 
best evidence that he did not deal in 
coupons in foreign countries is the 
fact that he has never produced 
foreign customers or foreign cou- 
pons.

“Wefound it difficult to talk 
with some people, they were so im- 
pressed, and believe so strongly 
that he was doing what he said he 
was doing. 

He Talked in Millicns. 

“One of Ponzi’s attractive 
tures was the easy manner in 
which he talked in millions, in- 
stead of in hundreds or thousands. 
He simply charmed, dazzied people. 

“He appealed to the gambling 
spirit of the people by the quick 
action on the investments. When 
he started out he promised 50 per 
cent in 90 days, but he paid it in 
45 days, with the result that Many 
reinvested their principal and their 
winnings. 

“Ponzi did not use the mails as 
openly as is often the case _ in 
schemes which come to the atten- 
tion of this department. He started 
business in a small way, depend- 
ing upon reinvestments from his 
customers and upon the word that 
would be passed from one person 
to another. , 


“He did not dare to advertise in 
the newspapers and we did not want 
to make it known that we were in- 
vestigating his business, for the 
publicity was just what he needed 
to attract attention. When the 
story of his operations first got into 
the newspapers he welcomed it. for 
it gave him a chance to issde state- 
ments and get before the public. It 
was during the past few weeks 
while his business was being ex- 
ploited by the newspapers that he 
collected the greater part of the 
millions that trusting persons turn- 
ed over to him.” 


Ponzi, the inspector said, once 
was in an exporting business in a 
small way, and it probably was 
while thus engaged that he learned 
of the use of international reply 
coupons, possibly having received 
them from abroad for prepaying re- 
yurn postage. 

The department’s investigation, 
Mr. Moseby added, had extended to 
all sections of the country and 
throughout Europe and, although he 
was unwilling to discuss evidence 
that had been collected he did not 
hesitate to say that dealing in in- 
ternational reply coupons was not 
responsible for Ponzi’s millions. 

Ponzi went to his home at Lex- 
ington tonight and announced he 
would make no statement. The 
house was under close surveillance.

The United States, 
to all appearances, stands 
France for no recognition of the 
soviet government and England 
feels, of course, that much of the 
strength of the French position has 
its foundation in the attitude of the 
American government. 

Left Diplomats Gasping. 

The lightning developments of the 
last few days have left the foreign 
office and diplomatic circles gasp- 
Ing. The situation is frankly de- 
scribed as very grave. 

Lloyd-George, of course, is faced 
with serious difficulties at home in 
the attitude of the laborites and 
other groups that oppose any form 
of action against Russia. His posi- 
tion would appear to make it almost 
humanly impossible for him to meet 
Millerand half way on the latter's 
project, much less going the whole 
course witli? France. 

Official confirmation of French 
recognition of Wrangel fell with 
terrific force on Downing street, 
where Lloyd-George, even in the 
face of the most reliable reports, re- 
fused to believe that the action at- 
tributed to the French government 
could possibly have been taken 
without his knowledge. When the 
confirmation arrived there was an 
immediate closing of all news chan-

Split Goes Deeper. 

But this is aside from the cleav- 
age between Great Britain and 
France. Well-informed observers 
think the’ split goes deeper than 
this most recent difference of pol- 
icy which they regard as a mere 
surface phenomenon, indicating a 
general condition. They see a set 
of irreconcilable differences of for-— 
eign policy, especially regarding 
Russia. These have been becoming 
more and more manifest of late, 
and becoming more and more diffi- 
cult to bridge. 

At the foreign office it is stated 
that the matters in the Anglo- 
krench dispute are these: . 

1. France considers the bolsheé- 
viki terms to Poland tod harsh, and 
wil Inot advise Poland to accept 
them. Britain regards them as ac- 
ceptable. 

2. Great Britain regards France's 
recognition of Wrangels govern- 
ment as over—hasty and unjustilied. 

3. France maintains that a strong 
integral Poland is absolutely es~ 
sential to maintain the equiliorium 
of Europe. She regards such a 
polish state ag the only means of 
preventing the formation of a 
strong Russo—German block, with 
its menace to the peace of western 
Europe. 

4. Liloyd-George admits the de- 
sirability of an integral Poland, but 
is not quite so alarmed over ‘the 
Russo-German menace as France is, 
and he hesitates to antagonize 
Moscow because of the reaction 
this would bring in the British la- 
borites. 

The foreign office stated that the 
government at present has no in- 
tention of convoking the chambers 
and no immediate meeting is pre- 
dicted here between Lioyd—Geoige 
and ‘Millerand. The French  pre- 
mier left today for the devastated 
regions, but his tour may be cut 
short any moment by develop- 
ments. 


Allies United, Says Millerand. 


Noyon, France, August 12.—"*The 
allies will remain united. Diver- 
gences are inevitable, owing to dif- 
terent national characteristics, but 
the union will be continued,’ Pre- 
mier Millerand declared in an ad- 
dress here Thursday. The premier 
made the statement in the course 
of his reply to an address of wel- 
come at the city hall. Noyon was 
the first city visited by Millerand 
on his tour of the liberated re- 
gions.

RUSSIAN FORCES 
IN THIRTY MILES 


OF POLE CAPITAL 


Paris, August 12.—(By The As- 
sociated Press.)—The situation at 
Warsaw continues critical. The 
Russian plan cf campdign is prov- 
ing most effective. Itxconsists of 
delivering successive blows at dif- 
ferent points along the front line 
which tend to disorganize the 
Polish defense, compelling’ the 
Polish staff to rush reserves’ to 
widely separated points. 


The red northern forces have 
been heavily reinforced and pushed 
to within thirty miles of the capi- 
tal. The Poles are making a des- 
perate stand on defenses hastily 
thrown up around Pultusk, and, al- 
though tadly equipped, half trained 
and not too well supplied with am- 
munition, they are holding their 
own, according to the latest news 
reaching Paris. But the battle is 
swaying to and fro and the issue 
still is in the balance. 

There is little change on the re- 
mainder of the 
south, where the activity of the bol- 
shevik general, Budenny, is creating 
a new danger. Budenny either can 
push northward between the Bug 
and Vistula rivers and hamper the 
concentration and movements of 
Polish reserves, or move southwest- 
ward*to turn the Polish defenses 
on. the East Galician: rivers, swoop 
down upon Lemberg, and eventually 
upon Przemysl and the line of the 
San river. 

The operations of General Wran- 
gel, the anti-bolshevik commander 
in South Russia, can do nothing to 
relieve the pressure on the Poles, 
according to French military opin- 
ion. Wrangel is marching out of 
the Crimea to find on the conti-

SUFFRAGE DELAY 
IN TENNESSEE 


Final Action on Amend- 
‘ment Not Likely Before 
Next Week—Suffragists 
Confident. 


Nashville, Tenn., August 12.—The 
committee on constitutional  gon- 
ventions and amendments of the 
Tennessee senate, after a hearing 
on the federal woman suffrage 
amendment ratification resolution, 
announced shortly before midnight 
that it would return a favorable re- 
port on the resolution tomorrow, 

A similar committee of the house, 
which conducted a joint hearing 
with the senate committee, an- 
nounced that it would not report 
until Monday. This action means 
that the suffrage amendment will 
not be finally disposed of tomor- 
row as suffrage leaders had 
planned. 

Hearings Before Committees. 

At the hearing the anti-suffra- 
gists contended that the state con- 
stitution forbade action because of 
a clause which specifies a general 
election must intervene between the 
time a constitutional amendment is 
submitted and the time it/is acted 
upon by the legislature. They ar- 
gued legal opinion should be ob- 
tained before Tennessee acts.

Representative T. K. Riddick, 
leader of the suffrag forces 
in the lower chamber, believes an 
early favorable vote may be ob- 
tained, 

The suffragists feel more san- 
guine of success than they have at 
any time, although they admit their 
majority in the house is scant, and 
that doubt will surround the out- 
come until the vote is recorded. 
Senator McKellar, who has been 
working in behalf of suffrage, de- 
clares there will be five or more 
votes to spare. 

“It is looking better all the time,” 
McKellar said. 4 

The opponents of suffrage main- 
tain a test vote has not yet been 
taken, and are still hopeful that 
the ratifying resolution will fail 
in the house by a very few votes. 
They are working as hard as ever 
to influence legislators. 

“The opposition is stubborn and 
is yielding slowly,” declared Miss 
Sue White, Tennessee chairman of 
the national woman’s party.

Raleigh, N. C., August 12.—Gov- 
ernor Bickett announced late today 
he would deliver a special” message 
to the extraordinary session of the 
legislature on the subject of rati- 
fication of the suffrage amendment 
when the assembly meets tomorrow. 

Threat by some of the republi- 
cans to force the issue on the demo- 
crats by the introduction of a rati- 
fication resolution immediately fol- 
lowing the message on the subject 
by Governor Bickett resulted in 
calls for help being sent out by 
democratic leaders favoring suf- 
frage. 

Ir was understood the governor 
would strongly urge ratification of 
the constitutional amendment. His 
attitude was said to be that suf- 
frage for the women of America “‘is 
inevitable,” and North Carolina

They said they were 
certain the resolution would be de- 
feated. 

Simmons on Suffrage. 

Washington, August 12.—Though 
declaring himself both personally 
opposed to woman suffrage and 
undesirous of pressing his views 
upon North Carolina legislators, 
Senator Simmons, of that state, in 
@& statement tonight declared that 
“public opinion of the world and 
this nation” had settled the con- 
troversy over the subject in favor 
of ratification. The statement 
which touched upon the situation 
in North Carolina, where the fed- 
eral suffrage amendment has been 
put before a special session of the 
legislature, was sought by the suf- 
frage supporters as an aid in the 
fight they are now making. 

Senator Simmons repeated what 
he had said to the North Carolina 
state democratic convention this 
spring, that a defeat for ratifica- 
tion in the North Carolina legis- 
lature “would not defeat but only 
deluy the final result,” and that 
it is the gweneral opinion of the dem- 
ocratic leaders in Washington that 
“if women were permitted to vote

Slaton Will Offer 
Increase Resolution 
At Legion Session

Among many resolutions to be 
presented at the coming convention 
of the American Legion at Augusta 
Will be one presented by John M. 
Slaton, state training officer of the 
federal board for vocational educa- 
tion, which provides for petition to 
congress to allow the increase pro- 
vided for vocational students in the 
legisiation of the last congress, but 
payment of which has been held up 
On acccount of an amendment. 

Following is the resolution: 

*‘Whereas, the congress in an act mak- 
ing appropriations to supply deficiencies in 
appropriations for the fiscal year ending 
June 80, 1921, and prior fiscal years, and 
for other purposes, provides that the fed- 
eral board for vocational education may, 
after June 30, 1920, pay, subject to the 
conditions and limitations prescribed by 
section 2 of the vocational rehabilitation 
act as amended, to all trainees undergoing 
training under said section, residing where 
maintenance and support is above the aver- 
age and comparatively high, in liew of the 
monthly payments for maintenance and sup- 
port prescribed by section 2 as amended, 
such sum as in the judgment of the board 
is necessary for his maintenance and sup- 
port and for the maintenance and support 
of persons dependent upon him, if any; pro- 
vided, hewever, that in no event shall the 
sum so paid such persons pursuing such 
course be more than $100 per month for 
single men without dependents, or $120 per 
month for a man with dependents, plus 
the several sums prescribed as family al- 
lowance under section 20 in article 1 of the 
war insurance act; and, 

*““Whereas, if the federal board for yo- 
cational education interprets this act so as 
to allow additional training pay in some 
localities, and declines to allow it in other 
localities, a spirit of discontent will be 
ereated among the disabled men in train- 
ing, therefore, 

“Be it resolved, That the federal board 
for vocational education be requested to 
interpret this act’ in such manner as to 
allow the $20 increase in all localities, and 

‘Be it further resolved, That congress be 
requested to change the wording of the 
present law in such manner that the fed- 
eral board for voanational education in the 
future shall be directed to pay the addi- 
tional allowances in all cases, regardless of 
different interpretations. 

*‘Be it further resolved, That copies of 
this resolution be sent to the senators and 
congressmen from Georgia and a copy to 
Mr. Uel W. Lampkin, acting chief, division 
of rehabilitation, of the federal board for 
vocational education; and that this resolu- 
tion be introduced at the national conven- 
tien of the American Legion and sponsored 
by our delegates to that convention.’’

TAX REFORM DEFEAT 
KILLS MONEY BILL 


Continued From First Pare 


upon them, and not upon the gov- 
ernor. to see that a revenue was pro- 
vided adequate, to meet all the ap- 
propriations they might authorize. 


In taking the stand that they did, 


they relieved the governor of the 
necessity of vetoing the appropria- 
tions and eliminated all possibility 
of an extraordinary session, the fu- 
tility of which had been fully dem- 
onstrated by the stubborn attitude 
of the senate majority and by the 
present political situation. Never 
were men more earnest and sincere. 
Or actuated by a higher sense of 
patriotic obligations. 
Carefully Planned Defeat. 

The defeat of the appropriations 
was most carefully planned and car- 
ried out by the proponents of tax 
reform in both branches of the gen- 
eral assembly. It was part of the 
program for Senator H. H. Elders, of 
the second, to delay action by the 
Senate on appropriations util the 
final night session of that body, so 
that the measures could not be 
transmitted back to the house until 
near the midnight hour. 

Then, instead of moving to diwa- 
gree to the senate amendments, the 
usual course of procedure, Mr. Ar- 
nold, of Clay, moved to table each 
appropriation bill with senate 
amendments as it came up, in which 
motion he was sustained on a point 
of order by the speaker. Mr, 
Arnold has been the recognized 
leader of the tax reform movement 
inthe house, and it was due largely 
to his eloquence and zeal that the 
oo. ar bill had been pilotea 

rough. n hi 
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ers as Representatives Car 
swell,

tion made to the amended bills was 
in favor of tbe Institute for the 
Deaf at Cave Spring, in which case 
the senat® figure of $12,500 was 
finally concurred in on a request for 
unanimous consent by Mr. Arnold.

through were $475,000 for pension- 
ers added to the roll by operation of 
the service pension act, $300,000 ad- 
ditional maintenante for the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville, $20,000 


for the tuberculosis sanitarium at” 


Alto, $7,500 to maintain the office 
of superintendent of printng and 
$5,000 to the board of entemology 
for the inspection of calcium arse- 
nate used in fighting the boll 
weevil. 

All of these measures were passed 
by the senate without amendment, 
and accordingly not returned to the 
house. In the case of the sanitarium 
at Milledgeville, the senate commit- 
tee had reduced the house Dill to 
$275,000 but the senate refused to 
adopt the amendment, leaving the 
house figure, $300,000, to stand. 

In some. cases state institutions 
were left without any maintenance 
appropriations at all. This was true 
of the school for mental defectives, 
located near Augusta, which the 
general assembly created last year. 
and for which the state paid $100,- 
000. It was also true of Bowden col- 
lege, a new institution taken over 
last year as a branch of the uni- 
versity. The senate had cut the ap- 
propriation for the Augusta institu- 
tion from $30,000 to $20,000. No cut 
had been made in the Bowden ap- 
propriation, but the senate had act- 
ually added $5,000 for repairs. This 
school, however, was included in a 
bill for other institutions, and it fell 
with them. 

Pitiful Plight of Veterans. 

Even more pitiful than these 
cases was the fate of the appropria- 
tion, piloted through the house by 
Judge Sweat, of Ware, devoting 
$5,000 to repairs to the roof of the 
Confederate Soldiers’ home and oth- 
erwise making the building hab- 
itable for its honored inmates. This 
the senate not only reduced _ to 
$1,000, but, through the ill-advised 
friends of capitol employees whoge 
salaries had been raised, but no ap- 
propriation provided, tacked on 
nearly $18,000 to pay these salaries. 
The entire bill fell through amid a 
whirlpool of negative house votes, 
and the veterans will be compelled 
to endure for another year their 
leaky home. 

Two reasons brought about the 
defeat of the $20,000 appropriation 
to eradicate the moS8aic disease, 
which is threatening to destroy the 
Sugar cane industry of all south 
Georgia if not checked. Mr. Pope, of 
Grady, probably the youngest mem- 
ber of the house, had labored 
throughout the session to secure 


‘fle appropriation, which he regard- 


ed aS so necessary to the welfare of 
his section. The senate not only re- 
duced it to $15,000, but tacked on an 
apparently ungermane amendment 
of Senator Glenn, of the firty-third, 
giving $20,000 for repairs te the 
capitol and the governor’s mansion. 
The fate of the bill in the house 
need not be related. 

While the attitude of the house 
leaders was prompted by present 
conditions and their feeling, urged 
hin their speeches, that the activity 
of a powerful lobby operating on 
the senate after the pass&ge of the 
income tax bill by the house had 
defeated tax reform this year, it is 
believed that tH® most lasting and 
powerful result of the action taken 
will be in the precedent set to fu- 
ture legislatures to keep expenses 
within the revenue and the crea- 
tion of an irresistible puhlic senti- 
ment that will eventuate in tax re- 
form by the next general assembly. 
Advocates of tax reform declare 
that, in setting this precedent, they 
will have proved themselves the 
truest friends of the state’s educa- 
tional institutions in the end. 

Speaking on this subject, 
tor Herschel Elders said: 

“Those who are interested In se- 
pein: 3 appropriations for educa- 
ional institutions must learn that 
it is/just as important for them to 
aid in securing an adequate reve- 
nue as it is to get their appropria- 
tions. -If they will devote the same 
energy to passing an income tax 
measure that they do to getting 
appropriation bills through, and 
will press the equal importance- of 
this upon their representatives, I 
believe that they will meet with 
greater success in the end.” 

Workmen’s Compensation Act. 

Two other important festures of 
the closing session of the general 
assembly deserve special mention, 
namely, the passage of the Bowden- 
McDonald workmen's compensation 
act and the disposition by the house 
of the Bahnsen case. The result 
achieved in both cases, it is be- 
lieved, will meet with general ap- 
probation.

The passage of the compensation 
act was really the miracle of the 
last session. when it annenared that 
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certain influential house leaders haa 
declared that they would block the 


The bill had the indorsement of 
the Georgia Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion and of the labor organizations. 
It was also enthusiastically sup- 
ported by Commissioner of om- 
merce and Labor H. M. Stanley, who 
had assisted in its prenaration. 
Only five states in the union, all 
southern states, are now left with- 
out acts of this kind. 

The disposition of the Bahnsen 
matter by the unanimous passage 
of the Johnson resolution, deferring 
action in the case te the next gen- 
eral assembly, came as @ surprise, 
but seemed to satisfy everybody. 
The efforts made in the rules com- 
mittee to suppress the question had 
met with most strenuous opposition 
and had aroused a feelin of re- 
sentment among a majority of the 
house who were determined that 

e matter ought to be referred to 
that: body in some form this year. 


Vote on Covington. Motion. 

Judge Covingtdn, of Colquitt, 
made the motion to amend the reé- 
port of the rules committee to get 
the investigating committees ma- 
jority and minority reports and the 
Williams resolution before the 
house.

Then before a vote was ea von 
the Covington motion, Mr. ohl- 
wender, of Muscogee, secured unani- 
mous consent that the house should 
not act until it had the transcript 
of the evidence before it. Nobody 
objected as it appeared manifestly 
unfair to try any man without the 
evidence. Then Mr. Johnson got a 
ruline from the speaker to put his 
resolution as privileged matter, he 
having first secured the unanimous 
consent of the house to have it reqd. 
The speaker was warmly congratu- 
lated for the manifest fairness with 
which he decided the numerous 
points of order raised during the 
déscussion. The outcome appeared 
to please the speaker and all the 
members of the house with the pos- 
sible exception of extreme parti- 
sans on either side. 


Although the general assembly 
just closed enacted a number of 
measures this year that will entitle 
it to pass as a good general as- 
sembly, possibly above the average, 
the workmen’s compensation act, 
the securities commission, act, the 
constitutional amendment allowing 
appropriations for high schools and 
others, it will chiefly be remember- 
ed in the future history of the state 
ng the things which it refused to 

0. 


These were the-refusal to upset 
and possibly destroy the great pro- 
gram of highway legislation inau- 
gurated last year and the determi- 
nation not to allow appropriations 
to exceed the revenue of the state. 
For the first of these all credit 
must be given to the senate; for 
the last, to the house. So it is 
probably an even “break” between 
the two bodies as to the credit to 
be awarded, as it would be a diffi- 
cult matter to determine which is 
most vital to the state, the continu- 
ation of the highway program or 
tax reform and the precedent this 
year set by the house. 

In any attempt to evaluate the 
work of this general assembly, 
however, due allowance must be 
made for the preg@xriling extraordi- 
nay season of political activity, 
which would have proven a most 
serious obstacle in the way of the 
best of legislatures.

Trammell Scott, chairman of the 
American Legion anti-Watson-

State Highway System 
Inaugurated by Governor.

BATHE IT WITH SUNLIGHT. 


| The cure of all forms of tubercu- 
‘losis by exposure of the naked 
| body to direct sunlight has been ac- 


‘complished for years at Leysin, 


| Switzerland, by the famous Rollier,

‘joint and organ ‘tuberculosis in the 
past few years. 

But tuberculosis is not the only 


disease which responds kindly to 
the powerful healing influence 0 
— sunlight. Among other dis- 
fase conditions which are so 

ied with satisfactory and often re- 
markable benefit may be mentioned: 
chronic, obstinate, suppurating sin- 
i tides or fistulas from diseased bone 
operations for some de- 
infection; chronic idolent 
ulcers and other obstinate 
extensive third degree 
syphilitic lesions, 
chronic osteomyelitis (bone mar- 
row infection and inflammation, 
The administration of,so potent a 
medicine. ag direct “sunlight to an 
invalid requires thé persnal direc- 
tion and control of the physician. 
The dosage must be carefully ad- 
justed to the individual conditions, 
very little at the beginning, with 
very gradually increasing exposure. 
Months of treatment are usually 
necessary to bring results. Tanning 
of the exposed surface is, of course, 
pronounced, but burning must be 
avoided. 

Concentration of the sun rays by 
means of lenses has been tried with 
considerable success in certain geri- 
Ous conditions. With an ordinary 
reading glass it is possible to focus 
direct sunlight upon a small epithe- 
lioma (skin cancer) daily to the 
limit of endurance and in this way 
to bring about a cure within a few 
weeks. By means of a lens, having 
a diameter of 12 inches and a focal 
distance of 72 inches, sunlight may 
be concentrated upon the tissues 
immediately about a sinus or fis- 
tula, as in the Thezac-Porsmeur 
method. Dr. R, W. Lovett recently 
reported cases of hip tuberculosis 
with sinuses, congenital syphilis 
with destructive bone lesions, and 
osteomyelitis, treated by this meth- 
od with some pleasing results. 

The lens treatment is applicable 
‘even when the sun is so clouded as 
'to:be useless for general exposure. 
It may be used to administer treat- 
ment even to: a patient indoors, If 
the sun falls upon a. window. The 
light is focused beyond the surface, 
| in a circle of three to five inches 
in diameter, to avoid the excessive 
heat of a smaller focus. Exposure 
‘of about five minutes is the limit 
|at first ,and the duration of ex- 
/posure is increased five minutes 
each day. The lens is mounted @ 
few inches from one end of a can- 
vas cylinder, one foot in diameter 
and three feet in length, with two 
circular wires and thin side strips 
of wood to keep it rigid. This cyl- 
inder is supported with a tripod 
whereby it may be swung in any 
direction, to point at the sun and at 
the area to be treated. Exposures 
up to an hour and a half have been 
used, though half an hour is usual- 
ly sufficient. Towels protect the 
skin around the wound. Smoked 
glasses may be worn to protect the 
eyes. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Sterilizing Hair Brushes. 

Kindly give me the formula for 
the solution used to sterilize hair 
brushes and make them safe 
against anthrax infection. (R. H.G.) 

ANSW ER—First wash the brush 
with soap and water, preferably 
rinsing - freely with very hot or 
bolling water (some hair brushes 
are built to stand boiling water). 
Then place the brush (hair brush 
or shaving brush) in a solution of 
two ounces of formalin (standard 
40 per cent formaldehyde solution) 
in half a pint of water and let 
¢tand in a warm place from four to 
twenty-four hours, occasionally 
agitating the solution. Rinse well 
with water, dry and use.

The proposed increase of 40 per 
cent would bring in approximately 
$75,000 in additional revenue for 
the four remaining months of 1920. 
If authorized, the increase would 
become effective on September 1.

eighth of the entire cost of the 
war, and less than one-fifth of the 
expenditure of the allied side. 

Thought of Another War Staggers. 

“If civilization has not had its 
lesson, then there is no hope for 
it. It could not stand such a war 
again and survive. The genius of 
man, if that is a happy term in 
discussing the horrors of conflict, 
has always made the last war the 
most frightful. When we consider 
the development in the methods of 
human destruction between 1914 
and 1918 and apply the problem 
of simple proportion, we are stag4 
gered to even think of the possi- 
bilities of the sons of man again 
being brought into combat.” 

The American soldier, Governor 
Cox declared, knows the meaning 
of modern warfare. 

“There was very little romance,” 
he continued, “in the long hours 
and slaughter of the front trench, 
The thought that must have run 
through the mind of every soldier 
in the midst of it all was how 


such a thing was possible in mod- 
ern civilization.”’ 


Regarding the failure to award 


promotions to soldiers whose gal- 
lantry had earned honors, Governor 
Cox said he had given the subject 
much thought. 

“There was a great deal of fight- 
ing done in the last month of the 
war,” he said. “The processes of 
promotion were slow in a great-or- 
ganization, even after it had been 
won and recommended; there were 
thousands of boys cited for bravery 
and advancement in rank who came 
home without titular honors which 
they had won. Sergeants and per- 
haps corporals commanded compa- 
nies in the thick of the fight. Lieu- 
tenants led companies and _ even 
batallions with master hands and 
brave hearts. They won their spurs 
And yet the war ended without 
them receiving the rank which they 
deserved. Some may, without se- 
rious thought, feel that if a soldier 
returned without injury, he is able 
to take up civil life without diffi- 
culty. This, in many instances, is 
not true. Breaks in the careers of 
many lives turned permanently the 
whole course of things. Therefore, 
wherever our government can aid, 
it should do so. 


Entitled to Commissions. 


“It seems to me that the federal 
government even yet should make 
conferrment of these honors. The 
private who won the recognition to 
a corporal’s stripes is entitled to 
the attested record of a warrant. 
The sergeant, the lieutenant, the 
captain, the major, the lieutenant 
colonet, the colonel and so on up the 
line would have what justly be- 
longs to them. This may run coun- 
ter to custom, but, after all, isn't 
convention, particularly in govern- 
ment bureaus, likely to develop into 
a Nard pan that occasionally needs 
breaking up? 

“This is a government of free 
people and its pracesses should 
never run counter to the fundamen- 
tals of simple justice. Nothing 
would give me a livelier sense of 
genuine happiness than the oppor- 
tunity of helping to bestow honors 
richly won overseas and elsewhere.” 

Commending the national guard, 


“The military history of the 
Sreat war has been written and 
with no intent to carry an invidious 
word, it seems to me that the pub- 
lic has not the proper apprecia- 
tion of the service that was ren- 
dered by the national guard troops 
from the states. These organiza- 
tions were maintained throughout 
the years through the spirit of com- 
radeship that held the guardsmen 
together. Their pay was small and 
in some instances the military rou- 
tine was burdensome to me who la- 
bored throughout the days. In our 
own state memory gives to me the 
names of a comparatively small 
group of men who held the organi- 
zation together under circumstances, 
at times that were anything but fa- 
vorable. Yet when mobilization of 
the nation’s strength was made, 
there were,eighteen different di- 
visions of national guardsmen in 
the American ariny. Fifteen of 
them were sent overseas and twelve 
of them were on the firing line. 
The remaining three being used as 
replacement units. 
Guardsmen in the Argonne. 

“In the great conflict maintained 
bv American soldiers through the 
Meuse-Argonne campaign of the 
nirieteen divisions under fire, elev- 
en of them were from the national 
guards. There was no distinction 
between the men who followed the 
colors in the war, whether they 
came from the training camps, 
from the regulars, from the guards- 
men, or the marines. Thev reflect- 
ed credit upon the branch of the 
—_— to which they were attach- 
e

American experience in marks- 
manship, both hereditary and ac- 
auired, demonstrated in the war 
Governor Cox said. the value of 
training in the use of firearms.

CHURCH UNION RGD Now Looks Like 


BY ANGLICAN BISHOPS 


London, August 12..~Reunion of 
churches is urged in an appeal to 
“all Christian people,” framed by 
bishops of the Anglican church, who 
attended the recent conference at 
Lambeth, which was made public 
today in connection with a state- 
ment by the archibishop of Can- 
terbury, covering the work of the 
conference. The scope of the ap- 


pesl, according to the archbishop’s! 


statement, 
limits of the Christian churches of | 
the world.” 

The appeal is directed to the or- 
thodox churches of the east and 
to the great Romar communion of 
the west, no less than to the free 
churches which have grown to ma- 
turity among the Anglo-Saxon 
races. Its scope.is so wide that 
there can be no doubt large num- 
bers of the bishops. who issued it 
had in mind those of our kith 
and kin in the great Presbyterian, 
Methodist, Baptist and Congrega- 
tional communions with whom, al- 
tnough they are separated from the 
church, the Anglican communion 
has so much in common, ‘both in 
faith and in. practice. 

Describing the plan of union, the 


statement says: 

“The vision embodied here is new, 
even revolutionary. The. plans of 
reunion whereby the Anglican 
church might hope absorb other 
communions are frankly abandoned. 
What is needed is a new structure, 
simple enough to begin at once, but 
large enough to include all.” 

The bishops summon all the Chris- 
tians to look, not for an extended 
Anglican church, but for a truly 
Catholic church of the future, to 
which every church should bring 
its own contribution of life and or- 
ganization. No loose federation of 
independent church is contemplated, 
but rather a real organic unity 
based on fundardentals, in which 
there should be ample room _  *for 
groups with their own outlook and 
for methods such as John Wesley 
Originally contemplated. 

The appeal points out “universal 
ministry” as the chief .need, and 
claims that “an Episcopate is the 
one means for providing such a 
ministry.” 

In their announcement the bish- 
ops voice their belief that visible 
unity of the church will be found 
to involve acceptance of the Bible 
and of the Nicean and Apostles’ 
creeds, the sacraments oft baptism 
and communion and “a ministry ac- 
knowledged by every church as pos- 
sessing not only the inward call of 
spirit. but also the commission of 
Christ and the authority, of the 
whole body.”

CHASED BY PERSHING, 
VILLA HID IN CAVE 


San Pedro, Coahuila, Mexico—(Via 
Laredo Junction.)—August 12.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Francisco 
Villa, surrendered bandit of nerth- 
ern Mexico, was in a talkative mood 
today. 

Choosing the Veranda of the ranch 
house of Madero El Cuatr, near here 
at the conclusion of a dinner where 
he and his more prominent bandit 
aides were the conspicuous guests, 
the ex-chieftain occupied more than 
an hour in which ne elaborated on 
the policies he now deems expedi- 
ent for himself and associates to 
pursue and held his hearers intent 
with tales of his maneuvers which 
kept him safe fro. capture at the 


hands of the Pershing punitive ex- 
pedition into Mexfseo in 1916. 
Villa once more confirmed re- 


ports that he was wounded. He de- 
clared, however, that his wound 
came during a fight with Carran- 
zistas within five days after the 
Pershing expedition entered Mexico, 
and that his leg was also broken 
in three places. His wound and 
suffering, he said, came to him in 
the midst of his efforts to organize 
a great band of followers to at- 
tack the Americans. He declared he 
had picked twelve hundred faith- 
ful followers to accomplish the task 
of recruiting, dividing them into 
groups of two, three, four and five 
men; all of which were dispatched 
throughout Chihuahua to spreaa 
propaganda intendg@ to arrange a 
great uprising of citizens against 
the punitive expedition. 

He was confident, he insisted. 
that he could have equipped at least 
8.000 of these recruits with rifles, 
the others to carry knives two feet 
long. 

“I never left the state of Chi- 
huahua while Pershing was in the 
country,” boasted the chieftain. 

“After being wounded two of my 
cousins carried me to a cave in 
the mountains. The cave was lo- 
cated in the center of'a perpendi- 
cular cliff which rose fifty meters 
from a brook” on the level plain 
below.” 3 

Villa said he lived in this cave 
for five weeks, recovering from his 
yards across the brook. 

He took particular pains to em- 
phasize his successes against cer- 
tain of his enemies in Mexico. His 
favorite recollection in such con- 
nection was how he escaped death 
at the kands of a Huerta (firing 
squad by five minutes through the 
arrival of a telegram from Madero 
ordering Huerta to send him to 
Mexico City. 

Final disarming and pay off of 
Villa and his men will probably 
take place at the small town of 
Tiahualito, a railroad stop near the 
Chihuahua line instéad of Torreon 
Gomez Palacio, where it has been 
previeusly announced the _  ceré- 
monies were to take place.

YBRADSTREET SEES 
‘BUT LITTLE CHANGE 
IN LOCAL BUSINESS 


Very little change is seen in lo- 
cal business conditions, according 
to Bradstreet’s weekly report. Cut- 
price sales continue full blast, and 
very little disposition is apparent 
on the part of merchants to place 
orders except for their immediate 
needs. The report follows: 

‘There is little difference in the 
wholesale and retail business from 
last week. Wholesalers report cone‘ 
tinued conservatism in placing or- 
ders for future delivery. Mer- 
chants apparently are buying only 
for immediate needs. Large local 
retail dealers, especially in wear- 
ing apparel, continue to advertise 
extensively and carry on cut-price 
sales, which has stimulated trade 
to some extent. Collections are 
slow, and this fact is attributed 
partly to congested transportation 
facilities, and smaller merchants 
are not incl’ 14 to make payment 
on purchaser werore the goods are 
received. 

“No immediate relief is expected. 
Building ts slowing up to some ex- 
tent, due principally to inability to 
obtain material and the high prices 
of same. Money is tight, and this, 
too, has caused a slack in the 
building program. There has been 
considerable rain during the past 
week, which, together with moder- 
ate temperdtures, were not alto- 
gether favorable for cotton. The 
progress was only fair. Cotton is 
late and can, even under normal 
conditions, stand a great deal of 
rain in July and August and yet 
have time to mature a good crop. 
There is a complaint, however, of 
considerable shedding and condi- 
tions have favored the increased ac- 
tivity of weevils, Corn is practi- 
cally safe. However, it is below 
normal, Sweet potatoes promise a 
very large yield. Peanuts are do- 
ing well. Pastures, hay and forage 
crops are good.”

But in September of the same 
year, he was recalled to Boston 
and finished the season there.

Although I had been quite a 
home-run hitter on the old school 
lot and could now and then poke 
out a long one against a league 
pitcher, still Jack Dunn saw me 
as a pitcher rather than as a heavy 
slugger when the Orioles went out 
on the International circuit. I lik- 
ed orcas well enough, but as a 
pitther I could not bat in every 
zame and my whole idea was to 
play ball every day and bat every 
day td earn my $1,800.

Some ball players may know when 
there is an ivory hunter in the 
grandstand, but I had no idea that 
anybody was watching me with the 
Orioles. If you had told me that 
some Class D league scout had his 
eyes on me I might have believed 
it. But the surprise I got with the 
second boost, to $1,800 was noth- 
ing at all to the sensation Jack 
Dunn gave me a few days after 
that speech-making trip to Saint 
Mary’s, when he told me that I was 
going to Boston. Perhaps he didn’t 
think I was such a good pitcher 
after all. 


I could hardly believe that I made 
a big league club in my first year 
out. Only five months since I had 
been a schoolboy, sliding on a pond 
in a Baltimore industrial school. 
And the salary was less believable— 
$2,500 a year. 


I was having much better luck 
in the game than Tom Padgett, a 
fine fellow and a good pitcher, who 
broke into baseball at school and 
was pitching for a small club in 
the Virginia league. Poor Tom 
would have made good I am sure, 
if he hadn’t been killed in an acci- 
dent. He was the only other Saint 
Mary’s boy to get into professional 
baseball, but every year I look for 
the old school lot back in Balti- 
more. 

Along about this time I began 
playing to the grandstand. But don’t 
misunderstand me. There was only 
one person in the grandstand. Oh, 
there might have been from fifteen 
to twenty thousand others. But 
she’d have been the whole crowd 
among twenty milrion. 

Did I say she? I believe I did 
and I was writing about Miss Helen 
Woodford, a Texas girl, so pretty 
that any time she failed to show

Boston did not have occasion to! 


farm me out after that. It is true 
that I pitched only twenty-two 
innings and got no homers that year, 
but I had taken part in only four 
games and haddone fairly well in 
one month of experience in the big 
time. I was waiting for 1915 to 
come around when I was sure I'd 
get my chance. 


They started me twenty-five times 
in 1915. I won eighteen games and 
turned in seven defeats. This gave 
me a pitching average of .720. The 
home runs did not come so easily 
against the expert pitching of the 
old heads and cunning arms of the 
big league moundsmen, as they had 
against the kids on the lot or the 
men who went up against the Ori- 
oles. 1 was able to collect only four 
homers, and they did not atttract 
much attention, a8 a record of four 
home clouts in a season wag nothing 
to print on twenty faqur-sheet post- 
ers. However, my batting average 
for the year put me in. the so-called 
charmed circle of .300 hitters. The 
end of the season found me with an 
average of .315, and only once since 
then have I dropped below .300. This 


was in 1916, When my average fell} 


to .272. Remember, I was a pitch- 
er, and pitchers are supposed to be 
rotten hitters. They thought around 
the Boston club that I would have 
to blow up in one department or the 
other before the 1916 season got far 
under way, because it just isn’t done 
44 ota as to win ball games and 


The season of 1916 was the least 
suceessful, from a_ batting view- 
point, that I have ever played in 
the big league. At pitching, how- 
ever, IL managed to pull through 
with a good showing. Altogether 
there were thirty-six starts and 
twenty-three of them were entered 
in the “won” column. Thirteen 
games—unlucky number—I lost. My 
batting eye didn’t seem to be 
working that year, because I got 
only three homers throughout the 
season, 


My pitching average for the sea- 
son was .638. You will remember 
that we went into the world’s series 
that fall, beating Brooklyn for the 
championship. People were saying 
at the time that the Dodgers were 
not really a championship club and 
did not deserve to represent the Na- 
tional league against us. I didn’t 
think so, though, and every ball I 
pitched in that series was sent over 
with all the respect due to the 
winner of a pennant and a fighter 
for the highest honor. Everything 
in my head and arm I put on the 
ball to win. At that time, I was too 
young to take chances ina world’s 
series, and I am just that young to- 
day. Any man who becomes s50 
cock-sure of himself as to let himself 
grow careless any moment in a 
world’s series, igs either too big or 
too smal] for his chosen professsion. 
And I'll say right here I've never 
met one too big. 


In the world’s series against 
Brooklyn in ‘16, the old soup bone 
was working like a piece of stee) 
machinery. I had everything on the 
ball that any pitcher could want— 
and that any hitter didn’t want. 
The result of it was that I pitched 
thirteen scoreless innings in the 
series, They did hit me once or 
twice, but it did them no good, be- 
cause not a man-Jack got around. 

And that was the beginning of a 
recordin scoreless innings’ that 
stands to my credit in the annals of 
baseball.

World Form Interna- 


tional Chamber of Com- 
merce at Meeting in 


Paris. 


Paris, Aug. t—Five hundred 
delegates from five different na- 
tions have been meeting in Paris to 
_form an international chamber of 
commerce. While the organization 
is to be thrown .open to every na- 
tion in the world, the founding of 
the body was confined to America, 
Great Britain, France, Belgium and 
Italy. These were the same na- 
tions that took part in the interna- 
tional trade conference in the fall 
of 1919 when the idea of a world 
chamber was first suggested. 
Two hundred delegates are from 
America. 

The objects of the international 
chamber will be aporeciated from a 
statement from ti:e active commit- 
tees, as follows: Raw materials, 
finance, shipping, production, dis- 
tribution, wnfair competition. 

Gteat confidence in a useful life 
for the international chamber is ex- 
pressed by a number of the dele- 
gates. One American went so far 
as to declare that since most wars 
could be traced to a source of in- 
ternational business, therefore the 
world chamber would ensure peace 
by anticipating and settling com- 
mercial questions of great import- 
ance before they cause any trouble. 

No Governmental Authority. 

While the chamber will have no 
governmental authority, it expects 


throug the agreement of interna- 
tional business men to secure a just 
division of the raw materials of the 
world and the equitable settling of 
all shipping questions. 

Business terminology is to be 
studied, in all languages, with the 
idea of evolving standard business 
expressions that mean the same In 
all parts of the world. For instance, 
“f o. b.” means “freight on board 
ears” in America and “freight on 
board ship” in Great Britain. There 
is this same disparity in the sig- 
nificance of other business code 
words and expressions in various 
countries which has often caused 
distrust between international mer- 
chants.

BY BLACKBURN 


Stands Word-for-Word 
for Stand Taken by the 
Smith-Watson Conven- 
tion in Recent Presiden- 
tial Preferential Primary 


Interest was stimulated in the 
race for congress from the fifth dis- 
trict yesterday when Benjamin M. 
Blackburn, who was M. Watson's lo- 
cal representative in the presiden- 
tial primary race, published his plat- 
form. Headquarters for Hooper Al- 
exander, United States district attor- 
ney, were opened on the fifth floor 
of the Kimball house. Congress- 
man William D. Upshaw is maktng 
the race to succeed himself, and his 
friends have been active for sev-- 
eral weeks in his behalf. 

Robert C. Ramspeck, insurance 
man, of Decatur, and former secre- 
tary to Congressman William Schley 
Howard, is managing Mr. Alexan- 
der’s campaign. Watler McElreath. 
former representative in the house 
from Fulton county, is chairman of 
the Upshaw campaign committee, 


headquarters for which have al- 
ready been opened in the Kimball 
house. 

In his formal statement, Mr. 
Blackburn declares himself a sup- 
porter for Thomas W. Hardwick for 
governor, and Thomas E. 
tor United States senator. His state- 


j ment follows: 


To the Democrats of the Fifth Congres- 
sional District: 

It is in answer to the request of the 
honorable delegates and alternates repre- 
senting the counties of DeKalb, Rockdale, 
Campbell and Douglas, in the late state 
convention; in answer to the appeal of citi- 
zens from all the walks of life in Atlanta 
and Fulton county; in appreciation of the 
expressed desire of friends In all the coun- 
ties comprising this district, who have heen 
kind enough to say that they have faith 
in my purpose and ability to render good 
service to Georgia; and in compliance with 
the cherished ambition to serve this peo- 
ple in the national congress, that I have 
decided to offer my name to the democratic | 
voters of the Fifth congressional district in 
the nominating primary to be held on the 
Sth day of September, 1920.

It is a reflection upon the integrity of 
the state to say that a force bill is needed 
to compel those states to carry out‘ any 
provision of the constitution. 

A force bill that provides for federal 
supervision of our elections under the pro- 
visions of the fifteenth amendment has al- 


ready been recommended for passage by 
the committee in the republican congress 


now sitting. 


Grant the correctness of the constitutional 
principles by accepting a force bill for the 
eighteenth amendment, that places federal 
arms upon our highways, and one can not 
logically oppose a force bill for the fif- 
teenth amendment that would place fwl- 
eral bayonets about our election precincts, 

The answer that the latter would bring 
on a revolution is not sufficient. We 
already have anarchy through the murder- 
ous operation of the .Volstead act. Fed- 
eral officers, who have been known to un- 
lawfully kill, by shooting the occupant of 
a car in the back, merely because he did 
not halt at their command, are not an- 
swerable to our courts, and they are not 
prosecuted in the federal courts.
